Which Has Secured 
15,000 Acres

Having secured a 15,000 acre 
block in the Ribstiolne district, as 
reported on Wednesday, tw<o wells 
will be drilled on specially selcted 
locations with two months, states 
Gordon Beatties, well known oil 
man who wtih associates organiz¬ 
ed and drilled the first tw,oi wells 
at Wainwright for the British 
Petroleums company. 

The leases are southwest of Rib- 
sfone loin the broad regional anti¬ 
cline as defined by Dr. Humic in 
his report to th Dominion govern¬ 
ment. The drilling depths to the 
oil sands will be from 1650 to 1700 
f feet and rotary drilling equipment 
will be shipped in shortly t)oi start 
| operations. 

Dr. Warren, geologist of the 
University of Alberta, and Will- 
, iam Cox, geologist and. who is a 
^ "graduate of MJcGill university and 
taken post graduate work at the 
Massachiuissetts Schiolol fojf Technol¬ 
ogy have reported favorably on 
this acreage and selected the 
drilling sites. 

There is tloi ibie no shock put on the 
market to drill the first well as 
the financing is to be done by the 
Ri'bstone Petroleum syndicate,! 
headed by 1 Mr. Beattie. As the 
wells will be higher on the super- 1 
structure and the regional anti¬ 
cline, it ,is expected that oil pro¬ 
duction will be greater and of 
higher grade than heretofore.

The coming of railways has super¬ 
seded it and rendered it practically 
useless as a carrier of traffic; but it 
rendered valuable service in earlier 
days for the settlement of the Pro¬ 
vince of Ontario, both east and west. 

Three years after Bytown became 
Ottawa, it was chosen as the capital 
of the old Province of Canada, 

The centenary celebration this 
summer will last two weeks, from 
August 16 to 28. The first week—• 
August .16 to 21—will be devoted 
particularly to the centenary pro¬ 
gram, which will include an his¬ 
torical. pageant illustrating outstand¬ 
ing periods and events in the his¬ 
tory of the capital. During the 
same period the Edmonton Samijtede 
will give a daily program; while ar¬ 
rangements are also being made for 
holding the Rudder International 
Power Boat races for two days of 
that week. Plans are not fully com¬ 
pleted for the celebration, but 
among other proposals under con¬ 
sideration are the erection of a monu¬ 
ment to Colonel By. The Dominion 
Government is also preparing plans 
for the extension of the Driveway 
which is snch an attractive feature 
of the city. 


Incorporation Pajper s Are Issued 
to British Engineering Firm 


the Rideau Canal, “the British au¬ 
thorities experienced much difficulty 
in attempting the defence of the 
western part of the province. This 
was owing to the difficulties of 
transporting -men and supplies from, 
Montreal to Kingston, because of the 
rapids on the St. Lawrence River. 
They were also faced with the dan¬ 
ger of a U. S. army blocking pro¬ 
gress up the river by -seizing some 
of the islands near Kingston. The 
cost of transport from Montreal to 
Kingston was also excessive!, being 
fifty-four shillings per cwt. 

This was the problem which Col. 
By came out to Canada to solve. He 
had spent nine years in this coun¬ 
try after 1802, when he had been en¬ 
trusted with the construction of the 
Martello towers at Quebec and tihe 
rebuilding of the Citadel, and he 
had also superintended the construc¬ 
tion of the Cedars Canal near Mont¬ 
real. The task of building the 
canal to connect the St. Lawrence 
and the Ottawa Rivers, 126 miles in 
length, through uninhabited country, 
was gigantic at that stage of the de¬ 
velopment of the country, and its 
successful completion stamps its 
builder as an engineer of high rank. 


I n the late -summer of 182-6 Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel John By, of the Royal 
Engineers, selected the -spot where 
the Rideau Canal should enter the 
Ottawa River, and -in -so doing set¬ 
tled the site of what afterwards be¬ 
came the capital of the Dominion of 
Canada. The centenary of this 
event is being marked this coming 
August hy a celebration which is 
expected to be national in character. 
The Dominion Government has al¬ 
ready intimated its intention, not 
only of taking part, hut of signaliz¬ 
ing the occasion hy extension of its 
works -for the Ibeautifioati-on of the 
capital. The celebration itself will 
include historical pageantry and 
will draw from the western plains a 
spectacular “Stampede” as illustra¬ 
tive of one of the historical', phases 
of the development of that broad sec¬ 
tion of the Dominion . 

In making his journey up the Ot¬ 
tawa, ColoneL By was not planning 
for the capital of a Dominion hut 
striving to strengthen the defences 
of one of the outworks of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire. "During the war of 
1812-15,” says Hamnett P. Hill, in a 
brief history of the -construction of

With the single exception of the 
legume bacteria, there is no indi¬ 
cation of a scarcity of bacteria in 
an otherwise good soil. If a aoil 
is dieficient in bacteria; then the 
soil does not favor their growth 
due to some defect. Only when 
such deflect is corrected will the 
useful bacteria *lotatrish, so that 
adding other bacteria than the 
legume bajetteria will b e superflu¬ 
ous iu normal soils and of little or 
no avail in abnormal soils. 

In the case of legtuimie bacteria 
there may be an actual dtefieie n ey 
of thes e > n a soil which may be 
remedied by inoculation. With 
each kind of legume are associ¬ 
ated its own special bacteria, the 
presence of which is necessary in 
the soil if the plant is to benefit 


CULTURES FOR SEED 

AND SOIL INOCULATION 


In view of the fact that differ¬ 
ent cultures are offerred for sale, 
some withsweeping claimls, it is 
not surprising that farthers and 
growers are often at a loss to 
know how far success may reason¬ 
ably bje expected from these cul¬ 
tures, and just to what extent 
t he use of these cultures is en¬ 
dorsed by present day science. 

In all agricultural soils bacteria 
are necessary for the blest produc¬ 
tion lof anj^ crop. They play an 
indespensabie piart in the prepar¬ 
ations of plant food, helping it 
to change from an unavailable 
'form into soluble form capable 
of being used by the growing 
plant. It is especially in con¬ 
nection with th e work of supply¬ 
ing the nitrogen requirements of 
the plant that bacteria are im¬ 
portant. While certain kinds con¬ 
vert nitrogenous materials in the 
soil itself into fonmB which can be 
taken up to th e plant, others are

(Esprimlenal Far|ms Note) 

Experience and science alike 
have shown that salt is essential 
to| the iglood health and thrift of 
farmi live stock. It is not for food 
nor |d|oes it directly increase the 
digestibility of food but it never- 
the less plays an important part 
in the vvjcrk of nutrition. Very 
briefly its chief functions in the 
animal economy are: as a stimu¬ 
lant and tonic, when taken in 
small amounts; as a source of hy¬ 


drochloric) acid, a normal constit¬ 
uent of gpstric jujice. Its use 
thereflojre leads to a larger con¬ 
sumption of food, and further, 
by stimulating digestion, permits 
the animal to make a larger and 
more profitable return in flesh 
.or milk production. 

Of all farm animals, cows in 
milk require the largest amount of 
salt.
